This individual was a subscriber to 
Newsweek magazine and received this publication from his Paris 
address, addressed to him by name, unit and organization through 
international mail channels and then delivered to his present 
address in Berlin by the West Berlin Post Office. 

Upon scanning this issue of Newsweek, the recipient 
noticed thau the two center pages which normally carry advertise- 
ments had been removed and an East German propaganda leaflet in 
German language had been substituted. This leaflet entitled 
"The Peace Treaty Vill be Concluded" reported on an interview be* 
tween a representative of the East German newspaper NEUES DEUTSCE- 
j iNP and Id Iter HI .SIGHT ,, its contents repeated the communists 
t - rands concerning the conclusion cf a peace treaty and the 
sect lemon t of the Berlin situation.
